TVEITMOE AND LAWLER. 


Under indictment Makes 
Charge Against Special Federal 
Prosecutor. 


FRESNO, Jan. 15.—In his annual 
report to the California Building 
Trades Council this afternoon, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer ©. A. Tveitmoe de- 
clared that United States Prosecutor 
Oscar Lawler at Los Angeles had at- 
tempted last December to induce 
Tveitmoe and other labor leaders to 
implicate Samuel Gompers in the Mc- 
Namara affair under promise of im- 


consideration.” Tveitmoe declared 
that Lawler wanted to have them 
say that Gompers knew in advance 
of the trial that the McNamaras were 
guilty. | 

This was the only startling feature 
of the Tveitmoe statement which had 
not been forecast. It was received 
with applause, and apparently the 
Officers of the council, will be sup- 
ported by the members in the defense ; 
they will make to the present Los 
Angeles proceedings. Tveitmee has not 
yet asked for offictal indorsement 
from the council. 

The reeding of the. report, which 
took about three hours, concluded 
the work of the,afternoon. Adjourn- 
ment then took place preparatory to 
committee work tonight and the sub- 
mission of local reports to the council 
tomorrow. The greater number of 
the. delegates are spending the even- 
ing at tke local Meeting of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, which has been 
transformed into a reception to the 
out-of-town men. . 

The only issue of importance that 
now is engaging the.delegates is the 
threé-cornered contest for the next 
convention, in which San Jose leads 
because of its consistent support of 
the central McCarthy organization. 
Stockton delegates are reputed to be 
anti-McCarthy, and would have liked 
to support another ticket, but prob- 
ably the strength shown by the of- 
ficers will insure their re-election 
without opposition.
